DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Double patent rejections are witlidrawn by examiner. Tine inadvertent form 892 
shall be removed prior to issue. 

Applicant's arguments, see Page 6-1 1 , with respect to a spinel ferrimagnetic 
particle (CoO)o.5-x(NiO)o.5.y(MO)x+y n/2(Fe203) (M is a bivalent metal except Co and Ni) 
and unique alloy system and ranges, have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejection of Claims 1-7 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The spinel ferrimagnetic particle (CoO)o.5-x(NiO)o.5.y(MO)x+y n/2(Fe203) (M is a 
bivalent metal except Co and Ni) and unique alloy system and ranges is not suggested 
by prior art. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art Chen 2002/0123079 discloses an CoFe204 alloy subjected 

to a magnetic field such as a Nickel or other magnetic material in order to obtain a 
spinel structure having a superparamagnetic affect (paragraph 30). However, this alloy 
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does not include a bivalent metal, similar stoichiometry and would not have been 
obvious to one skilled in the art. 

Yamamoto et al. (IEEE Transactions on Magnetics, Vol. 38, 
No. 5, September 2002) is directed to the investigation of the effect of NiO substitution 
on the magnetic and physical properties of Co ferrite and suggests a (CoO)i-x(NiO)x 
n/2(Fe203)- Yamamoto does not suggest forming the spinel ferrimagnetic particle 
(CoO)o,5-x(NiO)o,5,y(MO)x+y n/2(Fe203) (M is a bivalent metal except Co and Ni) and 
would not have been obvious to one skilled in the art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
